DIPLOMATIC POSTS AS PAP. 
When 
Mr. Wilson" was president 
and Mr. Bryan secretary of state it 
was the custom to cry out loudly

A number of such 
appointments were made, and most of 
them were

The 
number of prisoners received for drun­ 
kenness dropped from 62,822 in 1908- 
9 to 8,752 in 1920-21.

these new criminals are responsible. 
The governor then says:

These |Ure the people who are anx­ 
ious to apply the modern plan to the 
conduct of the affairs of that corpora­ 
tion in which they are stockholders— 
the Cit}’ of Sedalia. 
One way for those still in doubt to 


reach a decision in the matter is lo 
ask themselves the question: who will 
lose if the proposed plan is adopted— 
what class of citizens will be adverse­ 
ly affected, upon whom will the blow 
faU?— and the answer w ill come auto­ 
matically— the 
petty 
ward and city 
politicians. 
Isn’t that 
enough 
reason 
for any 
man who 
works 
for his living, who 
pays his taxes and performs all the 
functions of citizenship with an hon­ 
est endeavor to do the right thing at 
all times, and with never a thought of 
special privileges for himself, to throw’ 
the weight of his influence for the City 
Manager plan, and to vote for it at the 
polls?

LOWER BUILDING COSTS IN ENG­ 
LAND. 


It is very 
interesting, 
indeed, 
to 
learn that in England, where the hous­ 
ing problem has 
been, 
if anything, 
more acute than in the United States, 
the cost of house building has fallen 
very rapidly in recent months. 
So acute was the housing situation 
in Great Britain that 1he government, 
soon after the close of the war, set up 
a national housing scheme the object 
of w hich was to provide houses in hun­ 
dreds of thousands. Hopes which were 
thus encouraged have not been fulfill­ 
ed but a good many houses have been 
constructed, 
53,000 of these 
houses 
having been completed, 
with 85,000 
now’ in course of erection and 39,000 
still to be begun. 
According 
to Sir Charles Ruthen, 
the director general 
of housing, as 
soon as the government, some months 
ago reached 
the 
conclusion that its 
plans had been too ambitious and de­ 
cided to restrict the number of houses 
under the present scheme, the output 
per man went up, the cost of houses 
went down and most important of all, 
the number of completed houses went 
up. 
In January, says Sir Charles, 2,079 
houses were 
completed, 
whereas in 
September 7,500 were completed. 
In 
January the cost of an ordinary non­ 
parlor house was 836 pounds. In Sep. 
tember the cost of such a house was 
609 pounds. 
In January the parlor 
type of house cost 
947 
pounds. 
In 
September such 
a house cost 
666 
pounds. 
It is stated that at the pres­ 
ent time the cost of constructing hous­ 
es is not less than 300 pounds lower 
than it was six months ago. 
Of this 
300 pounds, it is stated. 175 pounds is 
accounted for by the fall in wages and 
the cost of materials, the remaining 
125 pounds “being largely accounted 
for by the greater output on the part 
of the workers and by the fact that the 
master builder is now accepting less 
protit than he did six months a g o /’ 
Sir C harles predicts that in a short 
time it will be possible in England to 
construct what they know as a parlor 
type of house for 500 pounds and he 
adds that in his judgment “that will 
be the rock bottom price of the post­ 
war hou.^e. 
It will represent a house 
which before the war cost from 250 
pounds to 300 pounds.”
